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GENERAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  COLLECTING  AND  DRYING 
MEDICINAL  SUBSTANCES  OF  THE  VEGETABLE  KING- 
DO  AJ 

Prom  Dr.  F.  P.  Porcher's  "Botanical  Resources/' 

All  leaves,  flowers  and  herbs  should  be  preferably  gathered  in  clear, 
dry  weather,  in  the  morning.,  after  the  dew  is  exhaled. 

The  roots  of  medicinal  plants,  although  more  advantageously  ga- 
thered,at  certain  periods,  to  be  hereafter  specified,  do  not  lose 
their  medicinal  virtues  in  consequence  of  being  dug\in  mid-summer. 
It  is  probable  that  most  of  those  imported  are  thus  collected  by  sav- 
ages, or  ignorant  persons,  when  the  plant  is  in  full  leaf,  it  being  then 
more  easily  recognized. 

Plants,  annual,  should  be  gathered  at  the  time  when  their  vegeta- 
tion is  more  vigorous,  which  is -generally  from  the  time  they  begin -to 
flower  uatil  their  leaves  begin  to  change. 

Plants,  biennial,  should,  in  most  instances, -be  gathered  in  the  sec- 
ond season  of  their  growth,  and  about  the  time  of  flowering. 

Roots  of  annuals  are  to  be  gathered  just  before  the  time  of  flow- 
ering. 

Roots  of  biennials  are  to  be  gathered  after  the  vegetation  of  the 
first  year  has  ceased. 

Roots  of  perennials  are  to  be  gathered  in  the  spring,  before  vegeta- 
tion has  commenced  Roots  should  be  washed,  and  the  smaller  fibres, 
unless  they  are  the  part  exployed,  should  be  then. separated,  from  the 
body  of  the  root,  which,  when  of  any  considerable  size,  is  to  be  cut 
in  slices  previous  to  being  dried 

Bulbs  ai  e  to  be1' gathered  after  the  new  bulb  is  perfected,  and  before 
it  has  besun  to  vegetate,  which  is  at  the  time  the  leaves  decay. 
Those  which,  are  to  be  preserved, fresh  should  be  buried  in  dry  sand. 
.  Barks,  whether  of  the  root,  trunk  or  branches,  should  be  gathered 
in  the  autumn,  or  early  in  the  spring.  The  dead  epidermis  or  outer 
bark,  and  the  decayed  parts,  should  be  removed.  Of  some  trees  (as 
t'^e  elm)  the  inrrer  bark  only  is  preserved. 

Leaves  are  to  be  gathered  after  their  full  development,  before  the 
fading  of  tht  flowers.  Ihe  leaves  of  biennials  do  not  attain  their 
perfect  qualities  until  the  second  year 

Flowers  should,  in  general,  be  gathered  at  the  time  of  their*expan- 
sion,  before  or  immediately  after  they  have  fully  opened;  some: — as 
the  Rosa  Gallica — while  in  bud. 

Aromatic  herbs  are  to  be  gathered  when  in  flower.  Stalks  and 
twigs  should  be  collected  in  autumn,  fceeds  should  be  collected  at 
the  period  of  their  full  maturity. 


Squirrel  Skin  Shoes. — Squirrel  skins  tacked  down  to  a  board,  the 
hair  next  to  the  board,  with  hickory  ashes  sprinkled  over  them,  for  a 
few  days,  to  facilitate  the  removal  of  the  hair,  and  then  placed  in  a 
strong  decoctk  n  of  red  oak  bark,,  will,  at  the  end  of  four  days,  make 
excellent  leather,  far  stronger  and  tougher  than  calfskin.  Four  skins 
will  make  a  nair  of  ladies'  shoes.

To  ex- 
tract insects  alter  they  have  got  into  the  flesh,  put  a  poultice  of  it  oa 
the  wound  or  sore.  When  boiled  into  a  strong  ti'a,  it  is  a  gfood  wash 
for  the  head,  to  kill  vermin  instantaneously,  and  very  good  to  batha 
in.

— Take  a  cup  of  grease  of 
any  kind  (lard  or  tallow)  and  into  it  put  a  sycamore  ball,  saturate  in 
the  same,  and  then  light  it — you  will  have  a  light  superior  I o  two 
candles.  One  ball  will  last  three  or  four  nights.  The  expense  will 
be  three  or  Jour  cents  a  night — not  more,  «ven  at  the  present  prices 
of  tallow. 

Three  dishes  from  Beets.— -A.  city  correspondent  furnishes  the  re- 
sult of  an  experiment  for  making  three  dishes  of  vegetables  from  one 
plant.     He  says : 

"  Beets,  as  we  all  know,  are  very  good  and  very  wholesome,  when 
the  roots  only  are  cooked  in  the  ordinary  manner;  but  many  do  not 
know  that  the  tops  make  most  excellent  salad,  rivalling,  i  not  sur- 
passing, Scotch  kale;  *  and  a  still, smaller  number  do  not  know  that  the 
stem  or  shank  of  the  leaf,  when  cut  up  and  cooked  as  snaps,  make  a 
dish  which  but  very  few  can  tell  from  the  real  article.  Let  any  one 
who  wishes  to  satisfy  himself  on  the  subject  try  it,  and  he  will  thank 
lis  for  suggesting  it  to  him." 

Interesting  to  Wearers  of  Buff  Facings. — The  white  or  buff  facing 
of  the  Confederate  uniform  is  so  easily  soiled  and  so  difficult  to  clean, 
it  is  fast  going  out  of  use.  In  defiance  of  the  regulations,  our  officers 
are  having  their  coats  made  plain  without  any  facings.  In  the  Eng- 
lish army  many  regiments  have  white  or  buff  facings,  and  they  find  no 
difficulty  in  keeping  them  perfectly  clean.  A  little  dry  pipe  clay  well 
rubbed  into,  the  cloth,  and  then  brushed  out,  is  the  onljj  means  used 
by  them.  If  the  cloth  is  greasy,  make  the  pipe  clay  into  a  paste  with 
a  little  water,  rub  this  paste  on  the  cloth  with  a  piec>-  of  sponge  or 
any  other  suitable  thing,  dry  it  well,  rub  the  dry  powder  in  and  brush 
out;  it  will  clean  both  the  cloth  and  lace.  A  coat  can  be  cjeaned  in 
this  way  in  ten  minutes.  '%".'

— Larger  packages,  containing  other  than  printed 
or  written:  matter — money  packages  are  included  in  this  class — are 
rated  by  weight  as  letters  are  rated,  and  charged  the  rates  of  post- 
age on  letters.  In  all  cases  postage  to  be  prepaid  by  stamps  or 
Stamped  envelopes. 

On  Newspapers — Sent  to  regular  subscribers,  one  cent  for  each 
paper  weighing  more  than  three  ounces,  and  for  each  additional 
ounce  or  fraction  of  an  ounce,  one-half  cent  additional  on  eac^  pa- 
per. Periodicals  published  oftener  than  semi-monthly,  to  be  charged 
as  newspapers.  On  other  periodicals  sent  to  actual  subscribers,  one 
oent  on  each  number,  not  exceeding'one  and  a  half  ounces,  and  one 
cent  on  each  additional  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.

Take  equal  proportions  of  pine  tops  and  poke  root,  and  boil  them 
down  to  a  strong  tea;  to  every  fjve  gallons  of  the  tea,  add  a  table- 
spoonful  of  copperas  and  half  a  pint  of  salt. 

This  is  a  remedy  that  is  within  the  reach  of  every  person,  and  we 
advise  its  trial. 

To  take  out  pitch,  tar,  resin,  paint,  &c,  pour  a  little  alcohol  on  the 
place,  and  let  it  soak  in  about  a  half  an  hour.  Then  rub  it  gently, 
and  you  will  find  the  alcohol  has  soaked  out  the  glutinous  quality,  so 
that  it  will  easily  crumble  out.      <■ 

To  take  Stains  out  of  Silver. — Steep  the  s  lver  in  soap-lye  for  the 
space  of  four  hours;  then  cover  it  with  whiting,  wet  with  vinegar, 
so  that  it  riay  lie  thick  upon  it,  and  dry  it  by  a  fire;  after  which  rub 
off  the  whiting  and  pass  it  over  with  dry  bran,  and  the  spots  will  not 
only  disappear,  but  the  silver  will  look  exceedingly  bright. 

To  Mend  Iron  Pots. — Mix  finely  sifted  lime  with  some  white  of  aa 
egg  till  a  thick  kind  of  paste  is  formed;  then  add  some  iron  filings. 
Apply  this  to  the  fracture  and  the  vessel  will  be  found  to  be  nearly 
**s  sound  as  ever. 

Whooping  Cough — Dr.  Wilsell,  of  South  Carolina,  recommends  the 
use  of  nitric  acid  diluted  and  sweetened,  so  as  to  resemble  lemonade, 
as  a  palliative  in  whooping  cough.     He  lets  his  patients  drink  as  much
